He made his home in 
Roxbury. and had retired from active 
ministry. about a year ago. He was the 
owner of Bethany Cottage in the 
Highlands here where during past 
years a camp had been. condueted by 
his chureh for young-women. Bethany 
cottage was dismantled and sold about 
two years ago. 7 
; Dr. Brooks~-became pastor of the 
Roxbury church in -1921 and built his 
rongregation until it was one of the 
largest in New England. His first 
pastorate was in New York where he 
founded Grace Baptist Church. He 
later served at the Baptist Temple in 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Madison Avenue 
Baptist Church, New York, and the 
Church in Tarrytown, N. Y., of which 
the elder John D. Rockefeller was a 
member. 
Dr. Brooks was born in Brighton, 
England, and .came to this country 
when he was 8 years old. He was a 
graduate of Colgate University, New 
York University and the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary in New York. An 
outstanding scholar, he won member- 
ship in the Royal Geographical Society 
for studies made here.
